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THE KIDS VOTE WITH THEIR FEET 


Back in the days when the Glen Road School 
was being built the Town Fathers did a little 
thinking about how to prevent accidents to the 
children, on their way to the new school. 

The Planning Board gave the problem a little 
serious study, and recommended that Garden Ave. 
be completed from King Street to the new school 
which meant going through the woods for a dis- 
tance of a couple of hundred feet. 

The Board of Selectmen were in the middle of 
their period of lofty super knowledge, and de- 
cided that the best way was to have Glen Road 
reconstructed under the provisions of Chapter 
90. They, figuratively speaking, tossed the 
Planning Board idea out of the window. 

So Glen Road was surveyed, and the Selectmen 
were dismayed to have the residents of that 
road oppose the idea 100%. Not 99%, but 1004. 

For the survey showed that at the very best 
a dozen or more homes would lose front steps, 
front porches, front rooms, etc. Naturally the 
people didn't like this. 

The suggestion was made to the Selectmen in 
the public hearing that followed that perhaps 
the town could restrict traffic on the section 
of Glen Road between Miller Street and Harnden 
Street, so as to discourage "through" traffic. 

But this wasn't in accord with the Select- 
men's ideas. They wanted the street to be Chap- 
ter 90 or nothing. 

And that's where it is today. The Planning 
Board ideas are still outside the window, the 
suggestions of the neighbors have not had any 
attention paid to them, and Selectman De Felice 
has been heard on one or two occasions in the 
Selectmen's Meetings. to mutter about the fact 
that the people of Glen Road don't want Chapter 
90. 

But the kids of the neighborhood, who know 
nothing of all this, have given their own ans- 
wer. 

They have voted with their feet. From the 
end of Garden Avenue to the new school there is 
now a well beaten path. 

Perhaps when those kids grow up they too 
will be on the Planning Board.

And no matter what happens, someone is going 
to be hurt. 


THE B&M AND ITS BRIDGES 


Some of our older residents may remember the 
hassles which the Board of Selectmen have had 
with the Boston & Maine Railroad, about brid- 
ges in Wilmington which span that railroad's 
tracks. 

The Shawsheen Avenue bridge was closed for 
months, a few years back, while the Selectmen 
argued over the responsibility for maintenance 
with the railroad. 

The Nichols Street bridge, too, was a sub- 
ject for much discussion. Lately it has never 
been mentioned. 

The railroad, with its decreased revenues, 
has been trying, vainly it would seem, to have 
the state and/or municipalities shoulder a part 
of the cost of bridge maintenance. 

So Wilmington residents can get a chuckle 
over the latest argument into which the B&M 
has got over bridges. 

It concerns the new $6 million plus bridge 
over Winchester Square, for which the railroad 
Paid a considerable sum. 

Pigeons, it seems, are roosting under the 
tracks, and pigeons have a nasty habit, from 
the viewpoint of mankind. The people of Win- 
chester are up in arms about it. 

It is safe to predict that there will be a 
long and possibly fruitless discussion between 
the railroad and the Winchester Town Fathers.

Mr Monroe told the Selectmen 
that he had remarked that another 
person had been able to rent, and 
that he had been told by the Chair- 
man that the transaction was a le- 
gal one, 

Monroe further related that in 
the executive meeting with the 
Housing Authority members he had 
been asked to write a letter to the 
board ‘which I did’, 

Monroe was seeking to purchase 
one of the three bedroom homes 
of the Veteran’s project, he told 
the Selectmen, and he said that 
Eddie Forrest, Chairman of the 
WHA had told him that there was 
only one house with three bedrooms 
that had not been purchased by the 
present tenants and ‘we didn’t con- 
sider you for purchase of the two 
bedroom homes’ 

At the end ofthe executive meet- 
ing, according to Monroe, Forrest 
had told him (Monroe) that he had 
authority to find out if any of the 
tenants could not get a mortgage, 
and also to extend the time for 
mortgages to December first. 

Monroe was told by Selectman 
Nicholas De Felice that the Select- 
men had no responsibility in the 
matter, that the Housing Authority 
was an elected body, and that ‘Per- 
sonally I feel that we are remiss in 
lstening to you’. 

“You were notified toappear ona 
certain night after spending two 
nights there - you didn’t go to the 
all important meeting’ De Felice 
said, 

Selectman Brooks told Monroe 
that his recourse was to go to the 
State Housing Board. It was at 
this time that Monroe made his 
statement about a person in Wake~ 
field buying one of the Homes, 

Monroe termed it ‘A black eye 
for the town’.
